RAID “SETS A PRECEDENT 





$100,000 Products Confiscated 
as Federal Grand Jury 
Opens Investigation. 





For. the first time since the enact- 
ment -of anti-trust. laws, the Govern: 
ment began an inquiry. before the 
Federal Grand Jury .by, a seizure, 
taking five tons of quinine valusd at 
$100,000. that was stored in, the ware- 
house of R. W_.Greeff & Co. at 94 
‘Pearl. Street and locking it ap in the 
United States. Army base in Brook- 
lyn. 

‘The inquiry involves a large-num- 
bet of companies here and in other 
parts of the world, and many indi. 
viduals, besides the Kina Bureau, 
Consisting. of representatives... of 
Duteh manufacturers of. quinine. 
This bureau, the heart of the alleged 
trust, is said to contro] more than 
95 per cent of the product of chi- 
chona bark grown on the Island of 
Java, from which quinine is ex- 
tracted.

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SENATOR HEARSAY ‘NYE. 


Personal controversies within the 
Senate are bad enough. Some of 
the recent ones have come pretty 
near touching ‘bottom for mere 
sound and fury, mixed with incred- 
ible childishness. But it is evident 
that a lower depth remains when a 
Senator enters upon a dispute with 
some one outside the Sacred Cham- 
ber. Senator NYE, whose original 
retailing in the ‘Senate of second 
hand and unfounded gossip about 
Governor SMITH brought from the 
latter a letter of indignant protest, 
has returned to the fray. He has 
some more gossip “ equally as good.” 
Without personal knowledge, he 
credulously catches up whatever is 
told him, writes what he “ under- 
stands” to have been asserted or 
printed by somebody; and ‘asserts as 
a fact anything of which no contra- 
diction has “ come to his notice.” 

For example, in his “ blistering” 
reply to Governor SMITH, he refers 
to the letter addressed to him by the 
Governor, which; -he ingenuously 
writes, .“‘ represents the first public 
“condemnation by yourself of the 
“ oil scandal which has come to my 
“notice.” This is a rather jaunty 
and amusing assumption that what 
has not come to Senator NYE’s notice 
does not exist. What he does not 
know is not knowledge. But if he, 
or some one for him, had looked up 
the campaign speeches of Governor 
SMITH in 1924, he would have found 
that they repeatedly dwelt on the 
shame and scandal of leasing the 
naval oil reserves to private com- 
panies in a transaction which 
smelled of political corruption. Sen- 
ator NYE is an expert in making an 
insinuation under the guise of sug- 
gesting a “thought.” He. does this 
in regard to Mr. SINCLAIR having 
been appointed Racing; Commission- 
er by Governor SMITH. But if any 
one were to suggést a useful thought 
to Senator Nye it would be to verify 
his references, check up on his dates, 
and not lend an ear to everybody 
who came to him with a tall story. 

One such, with his irrepressible 
fondness for hearsay, Senator NYE 
includes in his letter to Governor 
SmiTH. Going back to the Dem- 
ocratic National Convention of 1924, 
he accuses the Governor, or at least 
his supporters, after having failed 
to win the nomination himself, of 
having “effectually blocked the 
“nomination of Senator WALSH of 
“Montana as a compromise candi- 
“date.” What evidence has the Sen- 
ator for this? Why, he finds it in an 
“ analysis of the vote in the conven- 
tion made by Mr. CALLAHAN.” But 
even from that the Senator places us 
one remove away by saying that this 
is “ according to.my understanding.” 
But he is evidently ype nt of the 











as “doubtful” in a recent article 
written to prove the danger of 
nominating New York’s Governor. 
It is not from any Eastern source 
that the statement comes of Smith 
preferences in Arkansas. The infor- 
mation is given on the authority of 
The Arkansas Gazette of Little 
Rock, one of the most conservative 
and ably edited of American news- 
papers, The Gazette canvassed the 
opinions of those slated to be dele- 
gates and concluded that a maxi- 
mum of 90 per cent., after casting 
the complimentary vote for Senator 
ROBINSON, will heartily join the

ernor of New York. Mr. ROBINSON 
has been endorsed; but the delegates 
have not..been instructed, which 
means that the tumg to’SmirH. will 
come early in the balloting. 

If The Gazette is not mistaken, if 
even half*the Arkansas delegation 
favors SMITH, this single fact dis- 
pels as much political moonshine as 
has been distilled in any pre-conven- 
tion campaign. For Arkansas not 
only has the tendencies and char- 
acteristics enumerated above: it was 
strong for Mr.:McApoo at Madison 
Square Garden, and its other Sen- 
ator, Mr. CARAWAY, has been ex- 
tremely doubtful as to the effect of 
Governor SMITH’s political -handi- 
caps. What the news means is that 
Southern Democrats want to win, 
that they believe Governor SMITH— 
wet.or dry, Protestant or Catholic, 
Tammany or anti-Tammany—is the 
only candidate who has a chance to 
win, and that they feel his only 
disqualifications relate to prejudice 
and not to record or ability.

“POPULAR NERVE TONIC.” 


This is the phrase used in the re- 
port of a national survey, recently 
made, of municipal and county 
parks, to suggest the sort of “medi- 
cine” which is purchased by cities 
to relieve their inhabitants of the 
nervous tension that urban condi- 
tions tend to produce. American 
cities have invested more than a 
billion dollars to acquire and equip 
250,000 acres of municipal and 
county parks and forests and they 
spend a million dollars a year in 
maintenance. This survey, which 
was begun two. years ago by the 
Playground and Recreation Associa- 
tion of America in cooperation with 
the American Institute of Park Ex- 
ecutives, shows that virtually every 
city of a population in excess of 
25,000 provides parks and that 
many smaller towns are with com- 
mendable foresight following their 
example. This entire acreage seems 
but a patch by. comparison with the 
6,500,000 acres in State parks and 
forests and the 169,000,000 in na- 
tional reservations. But their ser- 
vice. is. incomparably greater and 
much more intimate. 

This survey was undertaken at 
the recommendation of President 
CooLipge, though through private 
funds, following a national confer- 
ence in 1924 on outdoor recreation. 
It was urged in the hope that its re- 
sults would lead to a still greater 
provision for wholesome play and 
recreation out of doors in the centres 
of population. «Philadelphia has now 
the largest city park (Fairmount, 
with an acreage of 3,751), and has 
also the highest proportion of park 
acreage to population among the 
larger cities (one for every 234 
inhabitants), whereas New York. 
which is sixth on the list, has only 
one acre for every 553..inhabitants, 
though in actual total park acreage 
within city limits New York is first. 
The most notable park provision, 
however, is easily that of Chicago. 
{ft has, besides its municipal parks, 
more than 30,000 acres of forest 
preserve within easy reach. Minne- 
apolis has also made exceptional pro-

BACKWARD BRITISH GUIANA. 


The House of Commons learned 
the other day that British Guiana, 
of the size of the United Kingdom 
and the only British colony in South 
America, had been neglected for 125 
years, although its natural re- 
sources would handsomely repay de- 
velopment. In moving the second 
reading of a bill giving the Crown 
authority by Order in Council to 
modify the Constitution of British 
Guiana, Mr. AMERY, Secretary for 
Dominion Affairs and the Colonies, 
explained that by the original ca- 
pitulation of 1803, under which 
Great Britain acquired Guiana, a 
cumbersome legislature was inherit- 
ed as well as the Combined Court. 
The latter body had power to tax 
and deal with the finances, but 
could not change the Constitution. 
That might be done only by the in- 
tervention of Parliament. Mr. 
TINNE 0. Liverpool, the only native- 
born British Guianian, said that the 
causes of stagnation were a very 
limited population, no more than 
00,000, tropical conditions, diffi- 
culty of access and a low state of 
health. 

The United States in thirteen 
years of supervision has given the 
Haitians a system of modern sanita- 
tion. After a century and a quarter 
of British rule the colony of Guiana 
has a very backward system. The 
rate of infant mortality continues to 
be high and tropical diseases are 
common, although the climate is 
salubrious, excessive héat being rare 
and the nights cool,’ This colony of 
large*area and a population of only 
3.3 to the square mile, has.a debt of 
£4,300,000. In every one of the last 
seven years there has been a deficit. 
In 1927 it was £230,000. Something 
hac to be done to put British Guiana 
oe ee ee and 

quicken the it of re- 
sources, such as sugar, tobacco, 
rice,.rubber, timber, pasturage for 
cattle and mineral deposits. Mil- 
lions of tons of sugar could be pro- 
duced annually, but the average 
yield is barely 84,000. — * ——— 
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of 78,180 square miles is in timber, 
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wants of the West Indies. The scen- 
ery of British Guiana should make” 
it attractive to tourists in January, 
February and March, if the country 
were to be opened up by railroads. 
The Kaieteur Falls. are nearly five 
times as high as those, of. Niagara. 
“Their finer proportions,” it has 
been said, make “ Kaieteur the Mag- 
nificent ” incomparably more grand. 
In potential hydroelectric. power no 
country excels British Guiana, with 
its Essequibo, Courantyne; Berbice, 


on | Demerara and Barima’ rivers. The 


country greatly needs railways and 
good roads. But it cannot have 
them, nor better public buildings, 
hotels and hospitals, until the rev- 
enues are increased anda reserve 
fund built up. The reform of an ar- 
chaic government would clear: the 
way to the development of the really 
vast resources of British Guiana. 


BEAUTY IN THE GAS AGE. 


GILBERT and SULLIVAN’s Mr. Bun- 
thorne would have suffered greatly 
to find esthetics condescending to so 
painful an object as the “ hot-dog” 
stand. But for a country of twen- 
ty-five million automobiles there is 
no evading the issue. There are not 
enough daisies in the country for 
people to escape to out of an ugly 
world and, to be frank, there is not 
the least desire to do so. Results 
have been just announced in the sec- 
ond of four competitions conducted 
by the New York Art Centre and the 
American Civic Association of Wash- 
ington for original designs dealing 
with the refreshment stand by itself 
and in connection with the gasoline 
service station. First prizes went 
to small structures of the cottage 
type. 

The March number of Architecture 
publishes the awards in a. similar 
contest for model service stations, 
stipulated for the “outskirts of a 
New England town.” The prize- 
winning designs are attractive, with 
the cottage note predominant; though 
first and second awards do carry a 
suggestion of the medieval German 
castle and of Sam Weller’s White 
Hart Inn in the Borough. It would 
be pedantry to quarrel with the sign- 
board in one of the designs announc- 
ing Ye Colonial Service Station. 
There were no automobiles before 
the Declaration of Independence. 

In the textbooks art is defined as 
the reconciliation between utility 
and beauty. By that law America is 
on the right path to self-discovery 
in the realm of art. It seems emi- 
nently proper that after succeeding 
admirably with the skyscraper, 
domicile of business, the attack 
should be upon the next biggest life 
interest in the nation, the automo- 
bile. First vertical beauty, then 
horizontal beauty. In the motor car 
itself the thing has been done, 
HENRY Forp is compelled to make 
terms with the streamline. It is now 
the turn of the roadside accessories 
of the automobile. Much has already 
been achieved: the tea-rooms and 
the gift shops that strew the coun- 
tryside are pleasant places. It re- 
mains to abolish the eye-sore of the 
“refreshment stand.” Success may 
be predicted on the ground that 
esthetics here joins with business. 
In many lines it has been demon- 
strated that beauty pays. 


COMPARISONS IN CORRUPTION. 


MaurRois’s “ Disraeli” notes sev- 
eral illuminating incidents in. the 
public life of Great Britain sugges- 
tive of. recent occurrences in the. 
United States. In 1827, with the old 
electoral system still in vogue, elec- 
tion expenses for the two Yorkshire 
seats exceeded £50,000, a tidy sum 
even when compared to the amounts 
spent in some of our recent pri- 
maries. SHERIDAN, a candidate for 
the Borough of Stafford, noted in 
his expense account: “ 248 electors 
at £5 5s — £1,302.” Certain solicitors, 
according to MAUROIS, made a prac- 
tice of banding the electors together 
into a syndicate and then going to 
London to sell the seat to the party 
that bid highest. -Modern organized 
political salesmanship could hardly 
do better.

Naturalized Shamrocks. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In today’s issue of Tums Times I read with 
interest the comment of the court atten- 
dants and the policemen in the Criminal 
Courts Building in. regard to the so-called 
Herrick shamiecks [I am sure that those 
officials are far more loyal sons of Erin 
and more efficient city employes than they 
are horticulturists, for, as a matter of fact, 
although the shamrock is not indigenous 
to American soil, still it can. be cultivated 
here and will thrive, asdo the English plane 
tree, the Norway maple and the Australian 
pine, although they are not indigenous to 
American scil. Even a casual Inspection 
of the plants will show that they have 
a perfect shamrock teaf, and, whereas not 
quite so large as those grown on Irish soil, 
they are, although smaller, just as beau- 
tiful. 

The history of these particular shamrocks 
is rather interesting. ‘The original plants 
were brought over to Andrew 8. Corbett, 
formerly one of the empioyes of the Park 
Department. by a friend of his from Ire- 
land Mr. Corbett turned them over to 
the Central Park conservatories, and the 
present shamrocks are a continuation of 
cultivation from the seeds of the original 
shamrock. So I feel that, tike the court

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Union Report Charges Medical 
Examiner. with “Bullying” 
‘Sick Instructors. 


PROTEST MEETING IS HELD 
Doctor ts ‘Alleged to ‘Have 'Or- 
dered Teachers. Back to 
Mork Before Recovery. 


HE. DENIES ANY INSULTS 


Declares He Has’ Always Treated 
Their Cases With Sympathy 
and Understanding. 


Detailed charges of cruelty, in- 
timidation and ‘‘third degree’’ meth- 


ods in examination of sick teachers |. 


by Dr. Emil Altman, Chief Medical 
Examiner of the Board of Education, 
‘were made public last night in a re- 
port of the’ Committee on Teachers’ 
Interests of the Teachers’ Union at 
a protest meeting held in the Ethical 
Culture . Society Building, 2 West 
Sixty-fourth Street. 

The report consisted in the main 
of extracts from ‘written statements 
of teachers who have been examined 
byDr. Altman. “The signed charges 
are in the ion of the Teachers’ 
Union, which has been investigating 
the conduct. of the medical examiner 
since last Fall. 

The burden of the statements is 
that Dr. Altman has been ‘“‘incon- 
sidérate’’ to ailing teachers, ‘‘order- 
ing’’ some back to work before they 
were able to resume normal activ- 
ities. In addition, the statements 
charge that his treatment of teachers 
is “insulting” in that he ‘‘assumed’’ 
that they were intentional ‘‘ma- 
lingerers.’’ 

Dr.. Henry R, Linville, President of 
the union, who wrote the report, 
presided at the meeting which was 
attended. by about 200 teachers. Jo- 
hanna M. Lindlof, President of. the 
Kindergarten to 6B Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation, read the report®* which was 
adopted by a unanimous vote. 

Dr. Abraham Lefkowitz, one of the 
leaders of the union, praised Super- 
intendent O’Shea for his ‘‘humane 
interest in sick teachers’’ and de- 
clared that the Superintendent would 
act to put an end to the ‘‘brutalities’’ 
when the evidence was presented to 
him. ‘‘With Dr. O’Shea’s friendliness 
and President Ryan’s recent declar- 
ation the question remains to actual- 
—— Ryan’s attitude,“ he 
sa. 

‘“‘We do not wish to discredit any- 
one—we are not antagonistic to any 
individual We are taking this 
means of bringing the situation to 
the attention of the board for action 
in ‘order to save many teachers from 
future Aumiliation and anxiety.”’ 

A resolution was adopted asking 
the Board of Education to grant a 
public hearing. at which Pier the union 
might present its evidence. 


Teacher Reports Interview. 


A teacher who wrote that he (or Jan 


she) had been absent from Septem- 
ber, 1925, until Jan. 15, following an 
automobile accident, related the fol- 
lowing interview with Dr. Altman: 
“He {the examiner] subjected me 
to an extremely rough and painful 
examination, sneering at the fact 
that he was causing me considerable 
pain. His éntire attitude during the 
examination was most unprofes- 
sional, discourteous and highly in- 
sulting. He assumed that I was a 
malignerer, ‘trying very hard to 
avoid returning to school. He or- 
dered me to return at once, which I 
refused to do after another examina- 
tion by my own physician, and the 
ss oes of the insurance company, 
with the knowledge and consent 
of my principal.. My absence was due 
to an automobile accident, which re 
sulted not only in a broken leg but 
in ‘a highly nervous condition as well. 
After my interview with Dr. Altman. 
this nervous condition was so ag- 
gravated that I would: have been un- 
able to return to school, even if 
the condition of miy foot had per- 
mitted me. If my general ohysical 
condition had been, better I would 
have preferred charges against Dr. 
Altman at that time." 
Two summaries by the committee 
— from: teachers’ statements fol- 


A teacher with a medical history 
of suffering several » weeks from 
pleurisy recovered sufficiently to an- 
Swer the summons to. Fifty-ninth 
Street. Her history had been for- 
warded by her physician to Dr. Alt- 
man. It involved nothing but pleu- 
risy. Nevertheless, he suddenly broke 
out with the remark, “If you faint 
again you will be dismissed.’ 

“A teacher certified to be ill with 
nervous trouble and to require.a rest 
by three. physicians, was charged 
with bluffing by Dr. Altman and 
given the choice of one of three 
courses of action: (1) To retire, stat- 
ing that she was mentally and 
physically incapacitated; (2) To take 

* for a year without pay; (3) 

To be brought up on charges for 
négiect of duty. 

*‘Under. the pressure of the situa- 
tion the teacher accepted the second 
condition. But after a few months’ 
absence with loss’ of pay, she was 
reinstated as the result,of. assistance 
given by the Teachers’ Union.” 

Opposes Any “Bullying.” 

The committee declared itself in 
sympathy “with bk desire of the edu- 
cation au es to penalize 
ghee ” “But this-does not’ mean, ” 
t added,’ ‘‘that any,;teachers should 
be humiliated, maligned or bullied as 
were these who have submitted re- 
ports to the union, nor that physi- 
cians’ certificates are to be treated 
with contempt.”’

MAKES APPEAL TO YOUTH 


“Be Proud In Receiving the Musket 
of the Militia,” He Tells 
Recruits of Faction, 


ROME, March 23 ().—The ninth 
anniversary of Fascism today was 
not only emphasized by Premier 
Mussolini’s message. to the: “Black 
Shirts,’’ but by a celebration in the 
Chamber of Deputies at which 
Roberto Farinacci, former Secretary 
of the Fascist Party, delivered a 
stirring speech describing the 
struggle and meaning of the Fascist 
revolution. 

Premier Mussolini‘s message had 
particular reference to what. are 
known as the Avanguardisti, the 
youths who today moved out of their 
Own organization into the _ party 
proper. He called upon : all ‘the 
Black Shirts to be “on guard.’’ 

“Today occurs the ninth anniver- 
sary of the creation of Italian Fas- 
cism of combat,’’ he said. ‘You 
will celebrate it with recollection and 
with action. Eighty thousand sons 
of Italian people enter the potent po- 
litical and military formations of the 
régime, 

“Avanguardisti! (youths who have 
just. graduated from their own or- 
ganization into the party proper). 
The veterans of Fascism await you 
with whole-hearted fraternity and 
happy *pride. Be: proud in receiving 
the party’s emblem and the musket 
of the militia. This double conse 


cration renders you citizens of the 
régime of the soldiers of the Father-

year the base of the pyramid en- 
larges; the régime coincides ever 
more with the nation. The rising 
waves of youth join themselves still 
more vastly to the other waves.

of the Fascist Party, to the humble 
followers and ‘‘to the large mass of 
people who have given all and asked 
nothing, and those who in: the heroic 
period did not see the light of vic- 
tory, only seeking to sacrifice them- 
selves.’ 

Applause broke out in. waves when 
pete Farinacci reached the climax, 


saying:

Justice Crain's Ruling Freeing 
Smith Upset by Decision of 
Appellate Division. 


PERMITS NEW CHURCH ALSO 


Court Upholds Calvary Trustees, 
Whose Action Brought a Row in 
Which Five Were Expelled. 


The case of Charles Smith, Presi- 
dent of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Atheism, who 
was discharged by Supreme Court 
Justice Crain in habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings brought after he had been 
held for trial in Special Sessions for 
sending annoying letters and printed 
matter to the Rev. Dr. John Roach 
Straton, pastor of the Calvary Bap- 
tist Church, was sent to Special Ses- 
sions yesterday by the Appellate Di- 
vision of the Supreme Court.

The Appellate Division upheld the 
District —— yesterday and said 
that the information presented had 
the same force as an indictment, 
which cannot be reviewed by habeas 
corpus, and that Special Sessions 
then. had jurisdiction.

IN CHIGAGO KILLING 


Two Accused in Slaying of 
Esposito Are Rearrested— 
Clue to Automobile. 


STATE INQUIRY STARTED 


Representatives of Attorney General 
Arrive in City for an Inves- 
tigation.

CHICAGO,, March 23.—Assistant 
State’s Attorney Byrne, directing an 
investigation of the murder of ‘‘Dia- 
mond Joe’ Esposito, reported to- 
night that alibis offered by three 
suspects in custody had been found 
to be false. 

These prisoners were Tony, Carlo 
and Louis Borsellino, who operate a 
grocery store.

They were seized again when 
examination. of. their automobile re- 
vealed that it was much like the one 
used by the killers of ‘‘Diamond 
Joe,’* who was shot to death near

Dealers ‘Find. “Investors Take 
Low-Priced Securities 
More Readily. 














‘with | VALUE MEASURED BY YIELD) dich 


Rate of Interest and Price Above 
Par Both to Be Considered in 
Making: Investment, 


One of the greatest -obstacles en- 
countered by dealers in the market- 
ing of municipal. bonds’ is that of 
convincing the prospective investor 
that it is wiser to consider price in 
terms of yield than according to 
premium paid. In the general bond 
market, for. example, an underwrit- 
ing house usually finds ‘that the 
average investor is attracted more 
quickly to a certain 5 per‘cent.. bond 
priced at 97% per cent. to yield 5.16 
per cent. than if the same bond car- 
tied a 5% per cent. coupon and was 
priced at 105.28, to yield the same 
5.16 per cent. 

To many buyers of municipal 
bonds the payment of a high ’pre- 
mium is a bugbear.. Since all States 
and their political subdivisions must, 
by law, sell their obligations at. not 
less than par, the yield to the inves- 
tor on a municipal bond must neces- 
sarily be less than the coupon rate, 
except, of course, in isolated in- 
stances where a borrowing commu- 
nity is able to sell a portion of an 
below the 
actual market level. The recent sale 
of New York State 3%s, 3%s and 4s 
was a patent example of this. 

Premiums and Yields. 


It.is a fact that sales resistance in- 
creases in direct proportion to the 
premium paid. For example, a 4 per 
cent. bond of a given city, maturing | 2% 
in twenty years, yields 3.90 per cent. 
when priced at 101.37. Assuming 
that 3.90 per cent. represents. the 
current market, a 4% per cent bond 
of the same city, running for the 
same length of time, would sell on a 
3.95 per cent. basis, at a price of 
104.12. By the same token a 4% 
would yield 4 per cent. at a price of 
106.83, a 4% would yield 4.05 at a 
price of 109.53 and a 5 would yield 
4.10 per cent. at a price of 112.20. In 
other words, a $1,000 bond bearing a 
4 per cent. coupon would cost the 
buyer $1,013.70, and the buyer would 
obtain a 3.90 per cent. yield on the 
sum paid and not on the face value 
of the bond.
